Rainfall summary for the seven days ages be. 8 a.m. on Thursday, 
the 24th March 1904, based on the India Daily Weather Reports « 
of the period. wt, 
During the first three days of the week under review the weather was quiet and fine 
over the Todian area except in parts of the north-east. In this area thunderstorms were 
reported which occasioned -light to moderate rain over Assam. The principal rainfall, 
amounts recorded at this time were 2°48” at Silchar and 0°36” at Cherra Poonjee on the 
18th, 0°23” at Cherra Poonjee on the 1gth and 0:29” at Silchar onthe 2oth. After the latter 
date the weather without changing over Assam became unsettled and showery over North- 
West India and Kashmir and over the central districts of India and Malabar. The rainfall 
was not, however, heavy except perhaps on the last day of the week, and over the central” 
parts of the country the showers were partial and scattered. The following were the 
principal amounts during these four days, On the 21st 0°13” at Dera Ismail Khan, on the 
aznd 0:26” at Peshawar on the 23rd 0°64” at Cochin, 0°52” at Cherat, 0°47” at Bijapur and 
0°46” at Hyderabad, and on the 24th 3°32” at Cherra Poonjee, 1°80” at Murree, 1°21” at 
Rawalpindi and 1°05” at Peshawar. 


At the close of the week feebly unsettled conditions continued to prevail, and thunder- 


showers over Assam, parts of Bengal, the extreme north-west of India and the centre of 
south of the Peninsula promised to continue for some days.

Rainfall summary for the six days ending at 8 a.m. on Wednesday, 
the 30th March 1904, based on the India Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 


During the period under review the rainfall has been -Swlhagg 4 confined to the north- 
west. Showers indeed were reported from Dibrugarh, Mercara, ellington, Chitaldroog, 
Ranchi, Balasore and Waltair on the 25th, from Calicut, Mercara and Wellington on the 
26th, from Colombo on the 28th, and from Sibsagar, Ratnagiri and Belgaum on the 29th, 
but these showers were light, scattered and of no importance. On the other hand, in the 
north-west the weather has been showery and unsettled. Rain fell in Persia on the 28th 
and 2gth, in Baluchistan on the 25th, 27th and 28th, and over the North-West Frontier 
Province and the Punjab on the 25th, 26th, 27th and 30th. The — amounts reported

During the period under review ordinary hot weather conditions have prevailed over 
north-western and central India with temperature more or less above the average north- 
westerly and westerly winds and much dusthaze. 


In other parts of the country conditions have been less settled. Moderate rain fell over 
Tenasserim on March 31st, the largest amount reported having been 2°35” at Mergui. On 
the following day, April 1st, rain continued in’ enasserim while thunderstorms had given 
showers both to Assam and to the west of the Peninsula but, except in Malabar, where 2°50” 
was reported from Trivandrum, the rainfall amounts were small. On the 2nd there were still 
a few scattered showers reported from the Assam Md but the principal rainfall was received 

i i ly general and otavay and Belgaum 
reported over one inch, On the 3rd rain practically ceased over the west of the Peninsula 
and beyond one or two local showers fine weather continued over that region until the 7th. 
On the other hand, rain increased and extended over Burma and North-East India. On the 
grd and 4th the falls were insignificant but on the 5th there was a sudden extension of rain 
and on the 6th and 7th the fall extended over practically the whole of Burma, Assam and 
East and North Bengal. Thedargest amounts reported were 3°80” at Moulmein and 1°50” at 
Toungoo on the sth, 2:94” at Rangoon and 2°03” at Moulmein on the 6th, and 3:80” at 
Tavoy and 3°07” at Chittagong on the 7th. 


The rainfall table shows that actually or practically no rain has fallen during the period 
over Upper and Central India, or the Peninsula, except the west coast, but that in Burma and 
the north-east of India the average actual rainfall has ranged from 3°46” in the Burma coast 
division and 3:24” in the Narayangunj sub-division to 0°39” in the Calcutta sub-division. The 
rainfall over this region was considerably to largely above the average, except in the

Over the more central s of the country, including the south of the North-West Dry . 
Area, Gujarat, the West Gangetic Plain, the Central India Plateau and the greater part of 
the Satpuras as well as over the east of the Peninsula ordinary hot weather conditions haye 

revailed during the week under reyiew with high temperatures, fine weather and low 
umidities, . 

In other parts of the Indian region the weather has been more or less unsettled. Very 

strong southerly and south-westerly winds have prevailed on the Bay Coasts and have 

ured much moisture into north-east India, where thunderstorms and nor’-westers have 
sem frequent and fairly severe, On the 8th the rainfallwas heaviest on the Burma Coast— 
Chittagong reporting 5°24,” Akyab 2°52” and Moulmein 1°73”, On the gth the rainfall 
extended into Assam, but the falls were less heavy, the largest amount —— having 
been 1'10” at Sibsagar. On the roth and 11th the fall was general over Upper Burma, Assam, 
the Delta of Bengal and part of the East Sub-Himalayas, the heaviest amounts on these two 
days having been 2°06” at ramen 6 2°07” at area and oyer 1'00” at Chittagong, 
Barisal, Saugor Island, Jessore, Shillong, Jalpaiguri and Dinajpur on the 1oth and 2°88” at 
Barisal, 2°47” at Jessore, 2°18” at Chittagong, 199” at Cherra Poonjee and about 1°50” at 
Berhampore, Dibrugarh and Gauhati on the 11th. During the 12th, 13th and 14th the rain- 
fall area contracted and rain gradually fell off and ceased over Burma and Lower Bengal, 
though it continued to fall over Assam and North Bengal. The principal rainfall amounts 
were 238” at Cherra Poonjee and 2°37” at Jessore on the 12th; ato at Silchar, 3 05” at 
Sibsagar and 2°31” at Cherra Poonjee on the 13th; and 4°59” at Cherra Poonjee, 4°08” at 
Dibrugarh and 2°79” at Silchar on the 14th, 5 


In North-West India the weather has been disturbed by a series of depressions which 
have apparently formed over Baluchistan and thence travelled north-eastward or east-north- 
eastward through Upper India, They have occasioned squally weather and duststorms over 
the plains and slight thunderstorms on and near the hills. The heaviest fall of rain con- 
nected with these disturbances was 0°59” at Chakrata on the gth. In Kashmir the weather 
has also been disturbed and rain and snow haye fallen, 


Thunderstorms have wamgreiter st showers to parts of Malabar, South India and the 
Deccan on most days of thé week. On the 11th Tinnevelly reported a fall of 1:07” and 
Mysore of 1°24,” but these were the largest falls measured in this locality. 


The rainfall table shows that rain was received during the week over Burma, the Delta 
of Bengal, the Brahmaputra Valley and the Tiibijper, aldax, Simla, Cuttack, Ranchi, 
Calicut, Bellary, Mysore and Madura subdivisions, but that elsewhere the weather was 
actually or pated rainless. The week’s rainfall was. much heavier than usual over 
Burma and North-East, India—more particularly in the Narayanganj subdivision. 
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Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 
Oth April 1904. 


Madras. —The rainfall of the week was fair in the Nilgiris, light in central parts 
of the Deccan,the South and West Coast, but ‘there was no rain elsewhere. Irrigation 
supplies are insufficient in parts of Kistna, the South Deccan and South Canara. Plough- 
ing, sowing and transplanting are in progress in parts, The standing crops are generally 
fair. Harvests continue in parts with fair outturn, Pasture is scanty in parts of the 
Circars, the Deccan and South Canara, The condition of cattle is good, Prices are almost 
stationary.

: progress in parts of Sind, Ahmedabad, the Panch Mahals, Kaira, Thana, Khandesh, Nasik, 
the Carnatic; Wadhwan and Baroda, Threshing continues in parts of Broach, Surat, Nasik, 
Ahmednagar and Baroda. Cotton has been damaged by blight im parts of Dharwar, is in fair 
condition in Ahmedabad and the Panch Mahals and in good condition in Kaira, Broach, 
Surat, the Carnatic and Baroda, Picking continues in parts of Gujarat, Carnatic and Baroda, 
Preparation of lands for next season continues in parts of Karachi, the Upper Sind 
Frontier, Surat, Thana, the Deccan, the Carnatic, Konkan, Rajkot dnd Wadhwan, The 
fodder-supply is sufficient. Agricultural stock and water-supply are generally sufficient. 
Prices have fallen in four districts ; risen in three districts ; and are stationary elsewhere. 


Bengal.—Rain is reported from the greater part of Bengal Proper, from six districts: 

in Bihar, from the district of Balasore and also from all the districts in Chota Nagpur, The 

fall was heavy in East and South Bengal, elsewhere it was light.

United Provinces.—Rain has fallen in seventeen districts accompanied by a slight’ 
fall of hail in Moradabad, The harvesting of spring crops is nearing completion and 
threshing and winnowing have commenced. The sowing and irrigation of extra crops and 
sugarcane continue. Opium weighments have begun in places. Fodder continues to be 
scarce in parts of Budaun. Supplies are adequate and prices are almost stationary. 


Punjab.—Very light showers have been reported from parts of Umballa and Rawal- 
pindi and the prices of food-grains show a downward tendency in the districts of Hissar, 
Delhi and Ferozepore, elsewhere they are unchanged.
